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Selectmen's Report 


Under the following headings we will attempt to 
give you a condensed review of the activities of the past 
year and a look toward future possibilities. 


TOWN HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


This account is made up of regular expenditures for 
summer maintenance on town roads. The scarcity of 
good road material available locally, especially of a 
type suitable for surface application has become a ser- 
ious handicap in keeping our roads in good condition. 
The amount of money made available for maintenance 
has remained at the same level through the years while 
costs have more than tripled and traffic has increased 
tenfold. We have been trying to live within a conserva- 
tion budget and accomplish as much as possible with it. 
As soon as weather conditions permit this spring it will 
be necessary to replace the old wooden bridge on the 
Lower Cross Road with a new one. We had hoped to put 
in a metal arch at this point but in view of rising costs 
in many departments were reluctant to ask for a special 
appropriation at this time. | 


You will note an article in the warrant asking for 
a “Special” for tar at several different locations on town 
ways. We believe that it has merit but it is up to you 
to decide if you are willing to assume the slight in- 
crease in taxation its adoption will necessitate. 


STATE AID 
No construction work was undertaken in 1958 and 


if the town votes to raise the usual two units, the 
amount available for new road will be $7,341.99. 
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TOWN ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


Due to persistant rains during the 1958 season it 
was decided not to build any road of this type in ’58 
as the nearest available material had to be hauled ever 
ground that remained wet throughout the year. Funds 
available for this year $5,400.00. 


WELFARE 


This department shows an overdraft for ’58 so we 
believe it advisable to ask for a small increase over last 
year’s allotment to take care of probable costs in ’59. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


The amount requested in our budget is sufficient 
to take care of existing cases. We trust there may be 
no new ones in the coming year. 


TOWN DUMP 


We have sold the dump lot containing ten acres 
more or less, reserving the right to use the end toward 
the railroad for a dump as long as practical to do so. 
Under a special article you will have a chance to choose 
between present methods of handling and supervised 
maintenance. 


CIVIC CLUB 


The Civic Club has continued their untiring efforts 
to make our new schocl building better. The cafeteria 


has been completed and a ceiling put up in the base- 
ment. Other improvements are on the agenda for this 
year. Up to this time the Club has contributed a total 
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of $7,000.00 for worthwhile additions and fixtures. We 
feel that each and every citizen of our town should 
greatly appreciate what has been done. 


CONCLUSION 
We have endeavored to present a brief but compre- 

hensive summary of the management of the town and 
the manner in which the problems of the year have 
been met. It has been a pleasure to serve and we hope 
that our efforts have your approval.

ANNUAL REPORT 27 


Report of the School Department 
To the Citizens of Nobleboro: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Muni- 
cipal Year of 1958-59: | 


The enrollment in the school has increased from 91 
to 97. The enrollment will increase slightly each year 
for the next two years. It does not appear from the 
survey of a year ago that the pupil load will be any 
problem for the next several years unless there should 
be an unexpected increase due to families with children 
moving into town. 


The appropriation made last year for work on the 
grounds did not make much of a showing as a large part 
of the money had to be used for bull-dozer work. There 
will be an article in the warrant this year that will give 
the citizens the opportunity to decide about continuing 


the work. The community is proud of the new school 
and I am sure, will take even greater pride in it if the 
grounds are made more usable and attractive. 


The appropriations recommended for next year 
show an increase of $1,460.00 over those of last year. 
These are due principally to increases in teachers’ sal- 
aries and to the increase in the cost of high school 
tuition. Citizens may ask why an appropriation of $300. 
for repairs is necessary. If a building is to be maintained 
in good condition, a reasonable expenditure will be 
necessary annually. The exterior trim on the building 
should be painted this year and the budget for repairs 
allows for a two coat paint job on the exterior trim. 
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The School Lunch Program opened during the latter 
part of September and is going very well. The program 
operated on a break-even basis financially during the 
fall term. Lunch Programs receive surplus food as well 
as financial assistance from the federal government. 
Most of the surplus foods are received during the fall 
so that it may not be possible for the program to be self- 
supporting in the course of a full year. Most towns have 
found it necessary to find some means of granting finan- 
cial assistance to their lunch programs. 


The Civic Club continues to do a great deal for the 
school. Since last town meeting the organization has 
had a kitchen built in the basement, provided all equip- 
ment for the lunch program, has had a ceiling put up in 
the basement, has plans to paint the basement walls and 
has made the town an offer of assistance on the school 
grounds. The amount of money that the Civic Club has 
contributed to equipping the building and to the projects 
listed above now amounts to several thousand dollars. 
I hope that. the citizens of the community realize that 
without the assistance of the Civic Club the school 
either would not have these things or they would have 
had to be provided for by appropriations by the town. 

The usual financial and statistical information fol- 
lows this part of the report.
